Penicillin 
Comes To 


The Rescue 
By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


HE’ discovery of penicillin 
just a few yenrs ago mark- 

ed the beginning of a new cra 
Many infections 
which-had- previously—le{t~the 
best of doctors helpless are to- 
day quickly and, often, easily 
controlled by one of these won- 
der drugs. : 

Nowhere 1s the difference 
penicillin has made more mark- 
ed than in a yt 
as subacute bacterial endo- 
carditis, In which the valves of 
he he: rd a K D 
Streptococcus germs. Formerly, 
this disease was 99 percent 
fatal. Nowadays, thanks ‘to 
penicillin, as shown by Dr Leo 
Loewe, of New York City, a 
large’ percentage of these pa- 
tients recover. Early. sym 
toms include tiredness, weal- 
ness, fever, chilling sensations 
and sweating, most frequently 
at night. Coughing and pain 
In the Jolnts. and muscles arc 
frequent complaints. Later in 
the course of this SNness. 
small blis of material break off 
from the affected -heart valves 
and are carricd to various ‘parts 
of the body, thus causing such 
symptoms as ‘sore fingers and 
toes, ahd hemorrhoge Into the 
back part of the eyeball. 


Cultura of Blood 


If such symptoms occur, !t is 
important that the diagnosis be 
confirmed by a culture of the 
blood, This is also necessary 
in order to identify the germs 
producing ‘the condition. The 
sensitivity. of these germs to 
penicillin can also be deter- 
mined, thus aiding in deciding 
‘just how much penicillin: should 

ec used-in the treatment, and 
whether or not it. may be 
necessary to employ sulfona- 
mide “drugs «with the penicillin. 

The treatment with Pentellin 
must be thorough «dnd cnough 
of the penicillin administered. 
A minimum of 100,000 units 
every three hours is given by 
injection into a muscle. At 
least 600,000 units, and often 
much more, ‘should be given 
each 24 hours. In this discasc, 
‘it would. appear that the best 
method of administratlon is by 
injection [nto a ‘muscle.

“Braln Waves" Scnt 


The development ‘is the 
creation of miniature devices 
enpoble. of picking up the 
extremely glant “brain waves" 
and “heart waves," transmitting 
them ‘over telephone linea arid 
then the recording and Inter- 
pretation by specialists. 

The technique of measuring 
heart or braln waves fs not new, 
The sclence !8 known as 
clectro-encephalography. It has 
required the use of a large, 
bulky machine and the patient 
necessirily has been enclosed in 
a room alone, and In a room 
where outside — electrical: inter- 
ference would not spoll the 
examinntion, Furthermore, such 
machinery has been expensive 
and only the most cluborately- 
equipped hospitals have it. 

At Randolph Field, however, 
the scientists have perfected a 
cheap, miniature device, It Is 
so handy that tests of a paticnt 
in motion can be taken. With 
the bulky machine, the patient 
must be lying down, . 


How It Works 


The — conventional — clectro- 
encephalograph, the Randolph 
sclentists pointed out, is built 
in three stazes. Electrodes, fitted 
to the head, lend tnto a pre- 
amplifier which = slightly builds 
up the 10 to 50 millionths of a 
volt wave given off by the 
brain. The impulse, in ‘ turn 
oes through a second amplifier 
which Increases the — effect 
enough to be recorded, 

The Randolph equipment, how- 
ever, incorporates .the  pre- 
amplifiers directly Into the 
electrodes, ', eliminating the 
major area of disturbance. 
Wires lead from those pre- 
amplifier electrodes to a small 
power amplifier measuring only 
37° ~cubic inches, Attached to 
that, small caps can be fitted to 
any standard hand phone,
